CHAPTER 8. 

[Published February 2, 1889.] 

AN ACT to provide postage stamps for the use of members of the 
legislature. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate 
and assembly, do enact as follows: 

SEcrioN 1. The superintendent of public proper- superintendent 
ty is hereby authorized to procure and deliver to thea lp,. 
lieutenant governor and each member of the senate 
and assembly, as soon as practicable, this, and at the 
opening of each annual session hereafter, postage stamps 
to the amount of twenty-five dollars, and of such de-
nominations as those receiving such stampssmay desire. 

SECTION 2. There is hereby appropriated out of Appropriation. 

the general fund of the state, not otherwise appropriat-
ed, a sufficient sum of money to carry this act into ef-
fect 

SECTION 3. This act shall take effect and be in force 
from and after its passage and publication.

CHAPTER 4.

AN ACT in relation to service of process. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate 
and assembly, do enact as follows: 

SECTION 1. Whenever, in any action brought by Sheriff shall.
